In looking over the great luminary of 


Cupperheadism, the California Express, 
we find an article under the’ head of 


“. Peace the policy of the California De- 
mocracy,—a Bold Policy the True Policy,” 
and we have come to the conclusion that 
the party calling itself Democratic, 
would take its legitimate position, for 
the article was a leader, and spoke “ by 
authority.” Besides, we knew that the 
Democracy of Lassen county, had, in 
august Convention, “ Resolved, That the 
California Express is a sound and _fear-

Well, the Express, in the article we

Hence we are in 
favor of peace—peace on any honorable 
terms. 


Yet when the question was plainly 
asked in the Convention, “Do you. op- 
pose this war unconditionally ?” not an 
honest Democrat rose save Beriah Brown.

It has been the wish of the Superin- 
tendent of Common Schools, of Plumas 
county, that the Trustees of the several 
School Districts, employ, in the primary 
schools, the most efficient teachers that 
can be procured ; who can be obtained 
on reasonable terms, by applying to the 
‘Department of Public Instruction. 

The schools that have just opened, and 
that have opened during the past win- 
ter, are progressing under the most fa- 
vorable circumstances, and good satis- 
faction is generally given. 

All of the schools have good teachers, 
and some have employed teachers of ex- 
tended experience. District Number 
One is the model school of Northern | 
California. Number Two is a good | 
school, and gives good satisfaction. 
Number Three is the boast of its pat- 
rons, and was organized during the past 
winter. Number Four has a young 
teacher, who has just opened his school, 
—we wish him success, Other districts 
have not, as yet, opened their schools, 
but if they employ the teachers who are 
spoken of, they must succeed, as no bet- 
ter teachers can be found. 

There is but one private school in the 
county, and we hopé it will soon organ- 
ize as a public one. 

The Superintendent would state, for 
the information of those who live at a! 
distance, that each child is entitled to its 
share ofthe Public Fund, as 
those attending school,.or who live in | 
the immediate neighburhood of the school 
in their respective districts.
